QUEBEC CAUSE 
HEAVY PROTEST 


Montreal Presbytery Asks General 
Assembly Urge Federal Con- 
stitutional Action 


MONTREAL, Jan 11.—The mar- 
riage laws of Quebec province formed 
the subject of a report whioh was 
presented to the Montreal Presbytery 
at its meeting here today by a com 
mittee which had been considering 
the legal position raised by various 
recent decisions of the courts, annul- 
ling mixed marriages. 

After hearing toe report and the 
statements of Rev, Dr. Hanson, a pro- 
test was {ormaly entered against 
such annulments, 

The report cited 
constitution of Canada 
tha “no forelgn prince, 
late, state or potentate—spiritual or 
ecclesiastical” and concluded there- 
|from that no decree of any ecclesias- 
tical authority can have any force 
jin tals country. 

The report added that the General 
Assemblv should be memorialized to 
urge on the federal government the 
passing of a law which shall remove 
any possible doubt on the subject of 
mixed marriages. 

The Presbytery further !nstructed 
{ts ministers to warn members and 
jadaerents of {te churches against the 
perils of mixed marriages, the risks 
involved of the bertayal of the inno- 
cent, the repudiation of the marriage 
vows, the breaking up of homes and 
the proselytising of children.

Fighting the Spectre. 

Premier Meighen at Peterboro set 
up the free trade bogey as usual, 
knocked it down in the tradition- 
al way, and proceeded to trample 
on the prostrate form of his 
hypothetical enemy. The infer- 
ence from his argument there, as 
elsewhere, is that if the Liberals 
or the United Farmers got into 
power, or if a Government backed 
by both came into office, the tariff 
schedules would be swept off the 
statute books, free trade proclaim- 
ed, the factories of the land closed 
and their employees turned into 
the streets, and the country sub- 
jected to the financial shock of a 
complete reversal of the fiscal pol- 
iey upon which its industrial sys- 
tem has been created. 

The Premier has put on this 
scene so often that he almost 
seems serious when he does it. He 
knows, of course, that neither of 
the parties in question have any 
such revolutionary proceedings in 
mind. But Mr. Meighen has a bad 
ease to handle and he is making 
the best of it. To defend the tariff 
jn detail as it stands would be 
hopeless; to justify anything in 
the way of a general revision up- 
ward would be sticidal. As his 
own position will not stand 
scrutiny, the best he can do is to 
invite attention ‘to a perverted 
representation of the tariff policy 
of his opponents. 
the public from noting what the 
Government has done and is doing 
he may ‘‘get by’’ the election. 
Otherwise he is lost. It won’t be 
the Premier’s fault if people get 
to thinking about what the tariff 
is and what the Government’s tar- 
iff commission has been doing in 
the way of fixing the ropes to 
raise it He is inviting them on 
every occasion to turn their gaze 
elsewhere and to contemplate the 
calamity that would befall them 
if his opponents got in and did 
what he suggests they might do. 

The object of the Premier is to 
fix the issue as being the Meighen 
tariff versus free trade. His con- 
sistent contention is that there is 
no middle course; that those who 
are not for the protective prin- 
viple as applied by himself are 
radicals who aim at tearing up the 
foundations of the whole indus- 
trial structure and letting things 
generally go to smash. That the 
tariff can be modified with ad- 
vantage to the public, to the bene- 
fit of che treasury, and still not 
put the manufacturers out of busi- 
ness, is ‘the fact that he is spend- 
ing his efforts to conceal. There 
is no such thing as a moderate tar- 
iff in the Meighen category. He 
has cut it off his list, and invites 
the public to believe that there is 
no tenable ground between 
Meighenism and free trade. 

If ‘that were a fact it is quite 
clear that this country would be in 
for a, bad time. We have Mr. 
Meighen’s tariff in effect now. 
But the factoriés are closed in a 
pretty large number of cases as 
completely they could be if 
free trade had been inaugurated at 
‘fone fell swoop.’’ And the indus 
trial outlook is not what would be 
called particularly rosy. The im- 
port figures show that even under 
an avowedly protective tariff our 
industrial development has not 
even kept pace W ith the growth of 
the home market except in certain 
lines of manufacture. The high 
tariff party is in power in the 
States, and the chance of building 
up industries that can undersell 
the U. 8. factories in their home 
market is not bright enough to be 
considered, however high the tar- 
iff were made. Our one chance ag 
a nation to do big business ebroad, 
pay our war debts and bring home 
the money with which to create a 
new prosperity in Canada, con- 
sists in multiplying our farm. pro-

progess. If, As 'the Premier con- 
tends, the choice was only to go 
on hamperifig the development of 
agriculture or to shut up our fac- 
tories by utterly demolishing the 
tariff, we would surely be in for 
an indefinite continuance of the 
present condition of things. 
Fortunately that is not the 
choice. Without bringing ruin to 
jour manufacturing interests it is 
| possible to ease down the tariff 
where it is strangling the develop- 
| ment of our farming interests. The 
thing has been done before, and 
| when it was done the country en- 
| tered upon the one really prosper- 
ous period that it has known since 
|eonfederation. Were Canadian 
factories closed when the Laurier 
tdriff come into effect? Instead} 
of shutting up shop the owners 
began to build additions to their 
plants; and they never stopped en- 
larging them until the Laurier pol- 
icy was abandoned and the trade 
strangulation policy reimposed. 
And while the manufacturers were 
vainly trying to keep pace with 
the expansion of the home market, 
the exportable surplus of fa 
produce grew until Canada be- 
came ‘‘the bread basket of the Em- 
pire’? and we drew from Europe 
the money with which to fihance 
our national development from ob- 
scurity to world-wide prominence. 
Now Premier Meighen ean’t even 
find a place to sell the bread that 
is already in the basket; whilé his 
tariff policy is choking the hope 
out of the farmers, who would like 
to extend their operations still 
further. It is to keep the voters 
from noting these facts that he in- 
dulges in his platform bouts with 
the spectre of free trade.

Whereas, there are large numbers of 
workers in Canada who are unable to 
find employment and the prospects 
are this eftuetion will continue for 
some time, therefore be it 

Resolved that the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Labor in Convention assembled 
requests the Trades and Labor Con- 
gress to urge the Federal Government 
jto prohibit immigration until the 
labor market is stable once again. 

According to BE. E. Roper the inter- 
pretation of the resolution was to ex- 
clude immigration from all countries 
Exception was taken to this by one 
delegate who held the view that there 
are other countries where conditions 
are worse than here and suggested 
that tf labor as a body stood for the 
protection of fellow workers then 
workers should be allowed to come 
{nto this country. In reply Mr. Roper 
said, “Why should we allow those who 
are owt of work in other countries to 
come over here where there is none 


toc much.” 

A report wes put before the con-
